are known only as Q-re ports . Also suggest that "but always US 
Officials Only” be deleted since this provision no longer applies 
to these reports . It is recommended that the second paragraph of 
this item be reworded to read:

Item 7; Request that "other" be deleted from "by FDD and other 
translations units". It is also requested that "the intelligence" 
be deleted from line 5 of the second paragraph of this item since 
listings in this publication are no longer restricted to the intelli- 
gence agencies. Similarly, the deletion of "under contract to the 
intelligence agencies" would be appropriate. 

Item 10: Request that "(Subsequent requests are filled by 
Thermofax reproduction.)" be changed to read "(Subsequent requests 
are filled by copies reproduced in Records Center.)" 

Item 12; It is suggested that this item be deleted since X- 
numtered translations are not FDD publications.
